Dealers in the Big Cities to Control 


this Year s Supply 


The apple crop of the TJuited btates 


promises to be rather smaller this vear 
ihsn usual, but there will be enough to 
go around, and in addition the fruit, it 13 
claimed, will be of good quality. Adia 
patch from Haeeistown, Md , announced 
that Philadelphia, Xew Yoik and Balti- 
more firms were endeavoring to corner 
the apple market, and that growers in 
that vicinity had received temping of 
fers for the products of their orchards, 
but were m donbt whether to accept 
them or hold oot for more 


The alleged attempt at a corner is, 


however, ridiculed by the leading Phila- 
delphia linns in the apple business 
"This rumor has been etaited by some 
owner of orchards m Maryland and West 
Virginia," said J W Thorn, of Phila 
delphia 
Mr Thorn's arm has for years 


past handled considerable fruit from 
that section, and he ia regaided as an 
authority ou the fruit crop along the 
region of the Cumberland Valley 


"The crop in the vicinity of Hagers- 


town and all through the Cumberland 
Valley," continued Mr Thorn "nil! not 
be much m excess of 100,000 bauels. 
This n by no means a large crop, but 
it is a fair average crop 
The fruit is 


coming along well, and.on this account a 
number of dealers went up there ratber 
early and bought up the products of 
several orchards at prices ranging from 
$1 50 to $2 a barrel 
The grower agrees 


to pick the crop and ship it to the rail 
road depot, while the buyer furnishes 
the 
packing and pays the railroad 


freight. 


That 
buyers 
started up through 


Maryland and West Vugmia a little 
early this year is responsible for the 
idea the farmers have gotten into their 
heads about 'a corner in the appla mar- 
ket.' The idea is ridiculous when you 
come to think tbat the whole crop up 
there will not, as I have said, exceed 
100 000 barrels 
The amount is not a
